' The Goverument of Alberta 
purposes an Act at the present 
session of the legislature em- 
powering the Municipalities 
and Local Government Dist- 
ricts throughout the Province 
to supply. seed grain to farmers 
in their municipalities or Local 
Improvement District | who 
have been hailed out, or whose 
grain crop has been killed by 
drought during the past year. 
he Government will arrange 
to endorse these Municipalities 
and Local Improvement. Dist- 
ricts at some chartered bank to 
obtain the money at reasonable 
rates, the municipality er Local 
Improvement District to re- 


ceive the applications for seed 
grain and distribute the same, 
take the notes for it and make 
the collections when due. ” 

The difficulty in the past 
with the distribution of seed 
grain has been the cost of col- 
lection for the same over so 
wide an aren as the entire pro- 
vinee of Alberta. With each 
Municipality or Local Improve- 
ment District having charge of 
this matter the secretary of 
this local unit will be in clese 
touch with the farmer who re- 
ceives seed grain and can at- 
tend to both the distribution 
and collection at a minimum 
cost. The Seed Grain Branch 
of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture has made pur- 
ehases of seed grain through- 
out the Province of Alberta 
aud have this grain now stored 
‘inthe Dominion elevator.

Creating a Market in Preference to 
Imported Honey 


- Im spite of the fact that the yield 
of honey per hive was lowe: than 
usual in 1917, owing to the increase 
in the number of hives, the Manitoba 
honey crop was greater thar it was 
in 1916, and exceeded one | million 
pounds. Much of the honey was 
gathered in the month of Sevtember. 

The high quality of Manitoba hon- 
ey is-creating acmarket in preference 
to imported honey, many household- 
ers being willing to pay «_ higher 
price for the home product. The av- 
erage price reccived by  bec-kcepe 
for the extracted honey was nine- 
teen to twenty cents, or four to five 
cents more than the previous year. 
The outlook for increased produc- 
tion in Manitoba is very bright, as

“All French territory should be 
freed and the invaded portions re- 
stored, and the wrong .done to 
France by Prussia in 1871 in ‘the 
matter of “Alsace-Lorraine, which 
has unsettled the peace of the world 
for nearly fifty years, should be 
rightedi in order that peace .may 
once more be iade secure in the 
interest of all,” 
| Violations of right that were tol- 
erated or condoned in 1871 are ris- 
ing in judgment against Germany, 
and will now be determined, not by 
the law of conquest, but by the law 
of international right and justice. In 
In the historic words of Presidert 
Wilson, “there is no confusion of 
counsel among the adversaties of 
the central powers. no uncertainty 
of principle, no vagueness of de- 
tail.” The allies are united in their 
war aims, Can the same be said of 
the enemy countries?

Origin of the Automobile 


Parisian Carriage Maker Worked 
Upon Embryo Auto and in 1769 
Successful One Built 


According to Ernest Saut, a 
French journalist, who has made a 
study of the history of the automo- 
bile, more than six centuries ago a 
man endeavored to build’ a “horse- 
less carriage.” 

As early as the thirteenth century 
a Parisian carriage maker worked 
upon what he styled the “horseless 
carrier.” While not successful, | his 
ideas were seized upon by noted 
scientists of the day, and much 
study was devoted to a_ fruitless 
search into the mechanical arts for 
machinery that would drive a vehi- 
cle by a series of springs and cords 
wound up like the works of a clock. 

In 1769 a French mechanic, Jos 
eph Cugnot, succeeded in p:opclling 
by steam a small wooden car of his 
own design, and deve'oped it to a 
point where it drew a piece of artil 
lery a mile in 2 minutes. The car 
burned wood.and was able to carry 
enough fuel to keep it in motion for 
more than an hour, The unwieldly 
machine wrecked itself, however, and 
Cugnot lost heart in bis work. A 
few years ago France erected a sta- 


tue to him as the inventor of the 
ihorseless vehicle. 
H After the failure of numerous ex- 


and France 
shortly following the appearance of 
Cugnot’s invention, the horseless 
vehicle appeared to have be n a per- 
petual motion proposition until 1830 
when the new discoveries in steam 
inachinery directed renewed atten- 
tion to it. 


From 1820 to 1880 much 
was made in the study of the horse- 
less carriage, and some promising 
results were obtained.

‘In both the Revolution and the 
Civil war the United States navy 
was equipped with one submarine— 
crude forerunners of the ‘highly effi- 
cient undersea fighters of today. In 
the War of 1812 it had none, but it 
lived up to its reputation, for spring- 
ing new inventions on the enemy by 
producing an engine of destruction 
that soon atracted the attention of 
the English. 
~ The London Times of October 5, 
1813, reports an attempt “made by 
the Americans to destroy the Plan- 
tagenet in Lynnhaven Bay by _ the 
explosion of a combustible machine 
called a torpedo, It is a case,” said 
the newspaper, “containing about six 
‘barrels of gunpowder, to which a 
lock is affixed, and attached to the 
lock js a line reaching to the person 
that has the execution of the de- 
sign, The case is suspended by a 
stage of planks, at each end of which 
are about fifty-nine fathoms of small 
line, with a buoy at each end, 

“The machine has many chances 
of success in close ancho-ages; the 
buoys, being extended ~ hundred 
fathoms, will most probably convey 
the line across the cable of any ship 
at anchor, and the person using it, 
finding that it has been stopped, 
pulls the trigger of the lock and 
the explosion takes place.

The great ~ problem that. Canada 
has to deal with is finance, the min- 
ister continued, the magnitude of 
the task being. apparent when it is 
considered that this year the Do- 
niinion must raise between $600,000- 
000 and $700,000,000, whereas the an- 
tebellum annual income of the gov- 
ernment was not more than $150,- 
000,000. “But Canada will go on 
and her debts will be paid. We are 
in the, fight to the finish,” Mr. Car- 
vell said. 

One of the greatest victories,Can- 
ada has won since the beginning of 
the war, Mr. Carvell said, was in the 
prohibition of the sale and manu- 
facture of intoxicating liquors. After 
April 30, he said, the Dominion will 
be dry and will remain so for the 
duration of the war, 

Speaking of the railway situation; 
Mr. Carvell said: ¥ 

“The railway problem in Canada 
is not a very difficult problem to 
solve, because our. railways: are, and 
have at all times been, self-support- 
ing. If you or the United States 
would but return to us the enor- 
mous number of freight cars that 
were loaned to you, we in Canada 
would be able to do much more to 
relieve the congestion of traffic be- 
tween our countries.. At present 
there are fully 25,000 more Canadian 
cars in the United States than there 
are American cars in Canada.”
